East Central is experiencing another year of growth; the College enrolled 
2,739 credit students for the 2004 fall semester. This increase in enrollment 
continues a 20 year history of continuous enrollment increases.... 

I hope you had an opportunity to view our virtual tour. Displayed on the North 
Wall of the cafeteria... 

You may have noticed the east mall project construction. We have completed 
the first phase of the project which includes the removal of trees, new 
concrete, and a stage area. We will be working to complete phase two by 
September 2005. 

We are excited about several projects that are underway. We began 
construction on phase II of the Eddie M. Smith Student Union this fall and we 
are scheduled to complete construction in October of 2005. In addition we 
hope to secure resources for a memorabilia room in the library to contain 
items of historical significance to East Central, and Ms. Gloria Johnson from 
the EC library will now give you an update on the Memorabilia Room Project. 

MS. JOHNSON: (COMMENTS) (APPLAUSE) 

DR. SUTPHIN: Thank you Ms. Johnson. Next on the program is Mr. David 
Howell, Chairman of the East Central Foundation. 

MR. HOWELL: The mission of the Foundation is to acquire revenues and 
resources for the improvement of East Central. Thanks to caring alumni and 
friends like you, the Foundation has been successful in meeting that mission. 
Since the Foundation Office was established in September of 1996, over $2.6 
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million has been committed to the college in gifts and pledges. 

In the past year alone four new endowed scholarships have been funded, 
and they are the Richard L. Harris Scholarship, the James E. Land Memorial 
Scholarship, the Captain Charles E. Ward USN/RET Memorial Scholarship, 
and the Bob Wilkerson Memorial Vo-Tech Scholarship. This brings the overall 
total number of endowed scholarship to 38. 

We also have several partially endowed scholarships that we need to 
complete at a minimum of $10,000. They are the Nellie Cross Memorial 
Scholarship, The Stella Dickerson Technical Honor Scholarship, The Jeffrey 
G. and Kathy L. Hitt Memorial Scholarship, The Shirley Renaud Memorial 
Scholarship, The State Farm Insurance Scholarship, the Wilson Taylor 
Memorial Scholarship, and The Ovid and Carol Vickers Scholarship. 

And in Athletics, $38,000 was raised by the Warrior Club for calendar year 
2004. 

With your financial support, East Central has continued to grow. Even though 
we have made much progress, EC still needs improvements to on-campus 
facilities. Some of the facilities needed include: 

New science building 
New band hall 
Library Addition 
Natatorium 
New women’s dorm 

Renovation of Vincent Administration Building 
A track 

Field houses for several of our athletic programs 
And others 

I encourage you to consider a tax-deductible investment in E.C. We know that 
community college dollars are among the best investments made in education. 
The great group of honorees we have today is proof that you receive a good 
foundation to start from at the community college level. Thank You. 




MS. COOPER: Now we’d like to take care of two items of business-First item 
being the election of new Alumni Association Officers. Ms. Cheryl Comans 
Class of 1981 and Out-of-District alumni representative will present the 
nominees.

MS. COOPER: You have heard the nominations. All in favor say 
aye...opposed no...congratulations to our new leaders.

The 
recommendation includes adding an attendance policy for board members to 
the Constitution of the Alumni Association. The addition is as follows: If a 
board member is absent 4 out of 6 meetings (without notification of a valid 
prior commitment) that board member will be excused from serving on the 
Alumni Association Board and a replacement board member will be sought.

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LeJeune please come forward as I introduce your immediate family with you 
today: your daughter, Leslie, of Hattiesburg; your parents, Mr. and Mrs. Johnny 
Roberson, of Meridian; and your brother and sister-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Roberson and their children Kate and John all of Lawrenceville, 
Alabama. Other family and guests please stand. Thank you. (Applause) 

Ms. LeJeune is a biology instructor at East Central and has been employed 
here in that capacity since 2002; however, she has served as an adjunct 
faculty member since 1997. 

Prior to East Central, Ms. LeJeune taught science at Meridian High School 
where she was selected a STAR Teacher, received the Tandy Award, and was 
selected for Who’s Who Among American High School Teachers. Ms. 
LeJeune was also selected EC’s HEADWAE Instructor of the Year for 2004. 

She has been described as what an instructor should be and a true team 
player. 

She is a graduate of East Mississippi Community College. She holds a 
Bachelor’s and Master’s Degree from the University of West Alabama, and 
she also received her educational specialist degree from UWA. 

Congratulations on being selected Academic Instructor of the Year, and this 
plaque is yours to keep. You may respond. 

MS. LEJEUNE: (COMMENTS) (APPLAUSE) 

DR. SPARKMAN: Our next instructor honoree is Ms. Wanda Brackeen of 
Hickory, Vocational -Technical Instructor of the Year. Ms. Brackeen, please 
come forward while I introduce your immediate family with you today: your 
mother, Jacqueline Galloway, of Hickory; your son and daughter-in-law, Bill 
and Jennifer Brackeen, of Hickory; your daughter and son-in-law, Lisa and 
Glenn Hollingsworth; and your daughter and son-in-law, Leslie and Jason 
Eason, of Arkansas; and. And your other guests please stand. (Applause) 

Ms. Brackeen is the cosmetology instructor here at East Central, and she has 
been employed at East Central since 1998. She also owns and operates a 
beauty shop in Hickory. Ms. Brackeen received her cosmetology degree from 




EC in 1978 and went back to school in 1984 to earn her instructor’s license. 

Ms. Brackeen says cosmetology is a job about helping people. And others 
have said of her that she cares deeply for her students and EC. She is a true 
classroom facilitator. 

Ms. Brackeen is a member and advisor for SkillsUSAA/ICA, the Mississippi 
and National Associations for Careers in Technical Education, and the 
Mississippi and National Cosmetology Associatons.

DR. SPARKMAN: Next, Mr. Mark Killens, EC Warrior Club President, will 
induct the 2004 members of the Athletic Hall of Fame - Mr. Killens. 

MR. KILLENS: Our first Athletic Hall of Fame inductee is Mr. Marcus Mann of 
Forest and Class of 1994. Marcus please come forward as I introduce your 
immediate family with you today. Please stand as I call your name: your wife, 
Veleka; your mother, Annie Gray of Carthage; and your aunt, Linda Luckett, of 
Carthage. Now, other family and guests please stand. (APPLAUSE) 

Marcus Mann was a member of the 1993 and 1994 East Central basketball 
teams. He helped led EC to a State Championship in 1993. At the end of his 
freshman year, he was selected first-team All-State and second team All- 
American. 

His sophomore year he was selected first-team All-American and first-team 
All-State. He was also selected team captain for the 1993 and 1994 squads. 

After EC Marcus transferred to Mississippi Valley State University, where he 
helped them in winning the Southwest Athletic Conference Title and was voted 
SWAC Player of the Year. 

In 1996, Marcus was selected in the 2 nd round of the NBA draft by the Golden 
State Warriors. However, Marcus’s heart soon led him to leave basketball to 
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share the gossip with young adults. And in 1997, he became an ordained 
minister. 

Marcus is currently the chaplain at the Walnut Grove Youth Correctional 
Facility where he strives to be a positive male role model for those that are 
housed there.

KILLENS: Our final Athletic Hall of Fame inductee for 2004 is Mr. Ken 
Pouncey of Decatur. Coach Pouncey, please come forward while I introduce 
your immediate family here today and ask them to stand. With you is your wife, 
Alice; your daughter, Alicia, of Metairie, Louisiana; your daughter and son-in- 
law, Amy and Russ Lewis & their children, Landon and Larson - all of 
Brookhaven; your son and daughter-in-law, Nick and Denise Pouncey, and 
their son Carson - all of Brandon; your brother Alvin and his wife Becky of 
Brandon; your brother, Curt Pouncey, of Enterprise; and your brother, Don and 
his wife Mitzi and their daughter Allison - all of Hartselle, Alabama. Now 
would all your other family and guests please stand.

Coach Pouncey served East Central as assistant football coach in 1966 and 
as head football coach from 1967-1981. During his tenure he led the Warriors 
to three Division Championships and three Division Runner-up Titles. Coach 
Pouncey was also selected three times to coach the MACJC All-Star Game. 

While coaching at EC, he coached over 700 student athletes and also served 
as a health and physical education instructor.

After leaving EC in 1982, Coach Pouncey owned and operated Pouncey 
Hardware in Decatur. He served as Newton County Superintendent of 
Education from 1988-1992, and he also served as Superintendent of 
Education for the Enterprise School District from 1994-2001. 
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Although, he is now retired and enjoys spending time with his grandchildren, 
Coach Pouncey is president of the Newton County Retired Teachers 
Association and a trustee at the Decatur United Methodist Church.

Mrs. Burkes graduated from East Central in 1963 and is a native of Decatur. 
She even grew up next door to the campus. While attending EC, Mrs. Burkes 
was a member of the Warrior Band, the Wesley Foundation, and the Phi Theta 
Kappa international honor society. 


After graduating from EC, Mrs. Burkes received a bachelor’s degree in English 
from the University of Southern Mississippi in 1965. In 1969, she came back 
to EC and accepted the librarian position. During her 32 year tenure as the 
College’s librarian, Mrs. Burkes has had to wear many hats including advisor 
to Phi Theta Kappa, co-advisor of Theta Xi Chapter, co-chair of the 
Homecoming Steering Committee, member of the ECCC Foundation, and a 
member of the ECCC Alumni Association (which she continues to serve on). 

During her tenure at EC, Mrs. Burkes completed her master’s and educational 
specialist degrees from the University of Southern Mississippi. 
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Since Mrs. Burkes retired from EC in 2001, she has continued to remain very 
active. She works with the Newton County Historical & Genealogical Society, 
the local Daughters of the American Revolution Chapter, and the Decatur 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Among her most recent honors are the 2002 MS/LA Region Most 
Distinguished Alumnus for PTK, 2002 Dr. Shelby Harris PTK Alumni Award, 
and the 2002 PTK Mosal Award for Leadership.

Dr. Hollingsworth graduated from East Central in 1957 and is a native of 
Conehatta. While at EC, he was named to the Hall of Fame and served as 
sophomore class president. 

In 1959, he received a bachelor’s degree from Mississippi State University and 
his master’s degree in 1961. He earned his Ph.D. from Rice University in 
1967. 

In 2000, Dr. Hollingsworth retired from the University of Georgia where he had 
served as a member of the math faculty since 1967. While at the University of 
Georgia, Dr. Hollingsworth served as department head from 1992-1995 and 
participated in several research projects. He also authored numerous 
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publications. 


He has received countless honors over his career, including Outstanding 
Honors Professor, the Josiah Meigs Award (the university’s highest teaching 
award), the Special Sandy Beaver’s Award, and the Sandy Beaver Teaching 
Professorship. 

After his retirement, the University of Georgia established the J.G. 
Hollingsworth Undergraduate Mathematics Scholarship Fund in recognition of 
his contributions to teaching.

■selves...thereby making the history of 
the College more accessible, readily available and secure.

We 
further developed our plan and presented it to Dr. Sutphin who 
approved the project.

Some of you donated items for the collection, such as a Beanie 1 
from the 1960’s, some of you volunteered or agreed to serve on 
Committees and many of you sent monetary donations.
